Four months to 
clear the Canal, 
claims Cairo © 
CAIRO (Reuter). The chairman of 
the Suez Canal Authority, Mashour 


Abmed Mashour, said yesterday that 
navigation in the Suez Canal could

Priority 
to Rolls

LONDON (Reuter). —- The Govern- 
ment is giving top priority to its 
legislation nationalising the defence 
‘and intermational projects of the 
collapsed Rolls Royce motor and 
engineering empire. 

‘The urgency is necessary because 
money for the takeover cannot be 
handed over until authorised by an 
Act of Parliament — expected with- 
in about 10 days. 

The Government is also speeding 
up the rescue operation in a bid to 
save a5 many jobs as possible in 
the prestigious engineering firm, 
now in the bands of a receiver. 

But a big question mark hangs 
over the. future of the RB-211 en- 
gine which Rolls Royce was deve- 
loping for the Lockheed Tri-Star 
jets — and which held the seed of 
Robs' downfall. The project would 
have saddled Rolls-Royce with losses 
of around £150,000,000 because of 
escalating costs — more than the 
firm's entire assets. 

The Government has no plans 
for assuming responsibility of com- 
pensating Lockheed for non-delivery, 
but some kind of salvage operation 
through the U.S. Government is 
not excluded. 


LOSSES TO SHAREHOLDERS 

It is tmpossible to estimate the 
sum of public money needed for 
the nationalisation plans until the 
valuation of the receiver, Mr. E. 
Rupert Nicholson, which may take 
several weeks. Mr. Nicholson's main 
job is to minimise the losses to 
shareholders by either selling off 
assets speedily or holding them for 
more profitable disposal. 

But his first priority is to raise 
cash to pay wages for the com- 
pany’s 80,000 workers and to meet 
running expenses until] the Govern- 
ment obtains its purchasing powers. 

Within a day of the disclosure 
that the firm's _ still-profitable 
ear division would be up for sale, 
several cormpanies began jockeying 
for position.

Among the devices placed on the 
surface was a glass reflecting prism. 
Several hours later, scientists at the 
University of Texas McDonald 
Observatory reported making a suc- 
cessful laser contact with it. Laser 
reflecting, tests with a similar prism 
left by the Apollo-11 astronauts in 
1969 hdve established the distance 
between earth and moon within an 
accuracy of one faot, 

‘Shepard preceded Mitchell down 
the ladder for the first moon-walk 
on Friday, after a bull’s-eye landing 
that came within minutes of being 
cancelled because of a computer 
problem. 

Shepard climbed down a nine-rung 
ladder to the surface after he guided 
the lunar lander Antares to a land- 
ing only 20 metres off target. ‘To 
get there he had to take over the 
controls and fly his spidery ship 
manually to overrule a computer 
that ‘threatened to abort the mis- 
sion.

In the course of his historical 
survey he noted that .the 1947 
amendment of section 181(d) of the 
Criminal Code — which was the 
last of four, and of which section 5 
of the Bigamy Law is an identical 
copy ~-— was introduced after the 
mandatory legislator had received 
an opinion on the attitude of Jew- 
ish law to the question of heterim 
from the then Chief Rabbis, and had 
taken account of this attitude, in 
consultation with the Chief Rabbis. 
It ts only reasonable to conclude 
from this, he said, that in giving 
the two Chief Rabbis the power to 
approve, or disapprove of, heterim

Remem- 
bering the recent . disaster at the 
dance hall in France, in which 142 
young people died, we sought the 
theatre r in order to ask 
him to rectify this altuation, When 
we finally located him, heattempted 
to reassure us that, in the event of 
8. fire, ushers would go to each 
door and unlock the chains. We 
told him that, should ἃ fire break 
out, the ensuing panic would make 
it impossible to unlock anything. 
He told us that the chaing were 
me to prevent people with- 
out tickets from entering ‘the 
theatre. We suggested that the 
same end could be achieved by 
stetioning an usher at each door 
and that the safety of the hundreds 
of people-in the theatre’ was far 
more important than the possibility 
of gate-crashers. 

The sealing off of the émergency 
exits, the widespread smoking in 
the theatre despite posted prohibi- 
tlons (which, we have noticed, is 
common practice in all the cinemas 
here}, the liberal use of pyrotechnic 
devices in the play, and the fact 
that the centre aisle was completely 
blacked by people wha had left 
their seats to sit on the floor where 
they could have a better view, 
provided all the requisite elements 
for a tragedy. Coming on the

She’arin (Poalei dat Yisrael) 
writes: “Sadat’s declaration ‘heralds 
the opening of a new era, in which 
the big powers will assume 2 great- 
er share in discussions and devel- 
opments. Accordingiy, careful con- 
sideration ought to be given to the 
various reports concerning American 
promises te Cairo.” 

Al Hamishmar (Mapam), welcom- 
ing the Egyptian announcement con- 
cerning extension of the cease-fire, 
writes: “There is a positive element 
even in interim arrangements, pro- 
vided they are mutual. At the same 
time, Israel should offer a counter- 
initlative to the Egyptian proposal, 
which would ‘express Israel's ἱπίοσ- 
ests and ensure progress in the ne- 
gotiationg towards an overall peace 
settlement.” 

Matzofe (National Religious) 
writes: “Despite Israel's interest in 
regular international navigation, she 
must make ἐξ conditional upon a 
peace based on security. since that 
is fhe key to a regional settlement.”

Egged garage 


TRL AVIV. — A police attempt to 
obtain a court order closing the 
Egged garage in Rehov Yitzhak 
Sadeh failed last week. Magistrate 
Menahem Tan upheld ten police 
charges against the bus cooperative 
of operating the garage without a 
licence, but imposed only a nominal 
fine of IL for each offence. 

The garage has been operating on 
the stte in Rehov Yitzhak Sadeh 
since 1948. Until 1968, no licence 
was required. When the law was 
changed In 1968, the garage duly 
received a licence for 1968/69. Egged 
agreed to carry out certain altera- 
tions, designed to minimise the 
garage’s interference with traffic in 
the area. As regards a licence for 
1970, Egged’s counsel told the court, 
all the parties concerned had agreed 
to the garage receiving one — except 
the police. 

Two weeks ago, Mayor Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz wrote to the Chief of 
Police asking him to agree to the 
garage remaining at its present 
site. . 

The police had filed an application 
for a closure order to the municipal

New rioting 
on hijack 
in Delhi 


NEW DELHI (AP). — Police fired 
teargas shells for the fourth con- 
Secutive day yestenlay to beat back 
attacks by students on the Pakistan 
High Commission in protest against 
the destruction of a hijacked Indian 
Airlines plane in Lahore on Tuesday. 
The band of about 100 students, at- 
tempting to break through the rear 
iron gates of the walled diplomatic 
compound, unleashed a barrage of 
stones on the police. 


‘Once the students were driven 
away, the police threw a tight 
bleckade around the main area of 
the Delhi diplomatic enclave, housing 
the Pakistan High Commission and 
the nearby ‘American, Australien, 
Russian, ‘Burmese and Yugoslav 
embassies. No one except diplomats 
was permitted inside the blockaded 
area. ia 


(More than 300 police were injured, 
#2 seriously, in an hour-long battle 
with about 5,000 demonstrating

managed to keep the students from 
the besieged Pakistani compound. 
But two police trucks and a motor~ 
cycle were burned before the stu- 
dents were finally repulsed by 
police firing 800 tear gas shells, and 
blank rifle shots into the air. 

Meanwhile, the Indian Government 
bas set up a top level committee to 
investigate the operations of the 
various intelligence agencies in the 
country in the wake of the hijack-

The Indian Government has de- 
manded the extradition of the two 
hijackers and compensation for the 
aircraft and its beggage, cargo and 
mail. The Indian Government also 
has banned Pakistani military and 
civilian planes from fying over the 
1,000 miles (1,608km) of Indian ter- 
ritory separating East and West 
Pakistan until the incident 
is “satisfactorily resolved.” 

Pakistan has already granted the 
two men political asylum.

Powerful gas blast 


hurts 3 in 


Three women were injured, two 
of them seriously, in a gas explo- 
sion on Friday morning in the Ma- 
hane Yehuda quarter of Jerusalem. 
The apartment in which the ex- 
plosion took place, at 17 Rehav 
Behor, is divided into three sepa- 
rate flats, and a tenant in each of 
these was hurt. 

The two badly injured are Haviva 
Ezra and Sarah Pinhasi, both aged 
60. Mrs. Mazal Mizrahi, aged 45, 
escaped with minor injuries. All 
three were taken to the Sha’are 
Zedek Hospital. 

Last night their condition was re- 
ported as satisfactory. 

Preliminary investigations seem- 
ed to indicate that the explosion’ 
resulted from a gas leak One of the 
women made to light her gas oven 
and a quantity of escaped gas ig- 
nited. 

A reporter on the scene on Fri- 
Gay said that the flats were com-

pletely destroyed. Walls and ceilings 
were badly damaged, and doors and 
windows were torn out. Windows 
and mirrors in all the surrounding 
houses were shattered. 

Municipal workers were quickly 
on the scene and began 
repair work while the two families 
worst affected by the explosion were 
removed to a hotel at the City's 
expense. 

Tn Haifa, on Friday night a 13-
